Although Independence Day is still 
several weeks away, this Sunday 
m arks a different freedom an ­ 
niversary—-the day Texas blacks were 
released from slavery. 
“Juneteenth” recalls June 19, 1865 
when General Gordon Granger rode 
into Texas on behalf of President 
Andrew Johnson and announced that 
“in accordance with a proclamation 
by the executive of the United States, 
all Negroes are free.” 
Since that day, black citizens across 
the state have celebrated June 19 as 
Emancipation Day. 
But according to R.G. 
Cofield, 
president of the Collin County chapter 
of the National 
Assn. 
for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP), Juneteenth “doesn’t mean 
much to the young people.” 
“They haven’t experienced as much 
about 
the 
Em ancipation 
Proclam ation,” Cofield explained. 
“We’re not teaching it in the public 
schools. Black history is taught in a 
watered-down tone and teachers don’t 
deal with controversial issues. 
“But the day has a lot of meaning 
for me,” he continued. “My grand­ 
parents were born in slavery and my 
roots are in the Deep South. When I 
was yrtmg, Juneteenth meant ‘laying 
by the crops.’ It meant a break from

Briscoe also said Thursday he had 
signed legislation combining three 
state water agencies, and a bill 
requiring dozens of other agencies to 
prove their worth or be abolished. 
The water legislation combined the 
Texas Water Quality Board, the Texas 
Water Development Board and the 
Texas Water Rights Commission into 
a new agency with power to regulate 
virtually all phases of water pollution, 
development and distribution.

As a result of events that followed the break-in at Watergate, 64 men were 
charged with criminal activity. A total of 54 were convicted or pleaded guilty. 
Eight were acquitted or charges were dropped. One, Robert Vesco, fled the 
country. In addition, 17 corporations pleaded guilty to making illegal con­ 
tributions to the Nixon campaign.

LANSING, Mich. (UPI) — Flags were ordered flown at half mast today in 
honor of 35-year-old police officer Mac J. Donnelly Jr., the first Lansing police 
officer killed in the line of duty. The nine-year veteran of the force and the father 
of five children was shot in the neck Thursday in a gunfight that followed an at­ 
tempted robbery at a Michigan National Bank branch. 
Donnelly had helped overpower two robbery suspects and free a hostage, then 
jumped in his car and rammed it into a getway car in which another suspect was 
attempting to flee with four hostages and two bags of money. The policeman 
jumped out of his car to confront the suspect and met a hail of bullets. He 
managed to wound his assailant and help free the hostages before he died.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Only time will tell how long it is valid, but for the record 
former Vice President Nelson Rockefeller was given a dinner Thursday night 
and formally said goodbye to politics. “It is a happy occasion on which to say a 
fond farewell to so many longtime associates... as well as to my involvement in 
Republican politics,” he said. 
Former President Gerald Ford gave the key address at the dinner sponsored 
by the New York Republican Committee, which was attended by 2,200 friends and 
Republican notables. Rockefeller did not disclose his future plans.

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Safety Tips Provided 
Storms Threaten Lives 


Lightning 
kills 
more 
people in the United States 
than do tornadoes, floods or 
hurricanes. And spring is the 
time when thunderstorms 
and lightning are generally 
common over 
much 
of 
Texas, Jam es R Risinger; 
county agent with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service; offers a few simple 
rules that could possibly 
save their lives during an 
electrical storm. 
Lightning seldom kills 
more than one person at a 
time. 
The first rule is simply to 
learn to recognize the signs 
of 
an 
oncoming 
thun­ 
derstorm, from which bolts 
of lightning emanate. Watch 
for towering “thunderhead” 
clouds, distant rumbles of 
thunder and distant flashes 
of lightning which indicate 
an approaching storm Also; 
heed 
National 
W eather 
Service 
forecasts 
and 
warnings on 
radio and 
television to “get in out of 
the weather “ 
All experts on lightning 


agree that, when a thun­ 
derstorm threatens, the 
most important single thing 
is to get inside a home or 
large building, or inside an 
all-metal vehicle. An en­ 
closed car or truck is 
described as an excellent 
shelter from lightning; for; 
if struck, it will allow the 
current to be discharged 
harmlessly into the ground. 
When inside during an 
electrical storm, avoid using 
a telephone, except for 
emergencies 
If outside, with no time to 
reach a safe building or an 
automobile, there is another 
set of rules to follow, points 
out Risinger. 
Don’t 
stand 
under 
a 
natural lightning rod, such 
as a tall, isolated tree in an 
open area 
Also, 
avoid 
standing in small isolated 
sheds 
or 
other 
sm all 
structures in open areas. 
Equally important is to 
avoid projecting above the 
surrounding landscape, such 
as standing on a hilltop, in an 
open field, on a beach, or 


fishing from a small boat. 
Get out of and away from 
open 
w ater. 
If 
you’re 
swimming, the electrical 
current from a 
nearby 
lightning strike can flow 
through the water to you. 
On the farm; get away 
from tractors and other 
metal farm equipment. 
Also 
get 
away 
from 
motorcycles, scooters, golf 
carts and bicycles. Put 
down golf clubs. Stay away 
from 
wire 
fences; 
clotheslines; metal pipes; 
rails and other m etallic 
paths that could carry the 
electrical 
shock 
from 
lightning 
from 
some 
distance away. 
In a forest, seek shelter in 
a low area under a thick 
growth of small trees; but in 
open areas go to a low place; 
such as a ravine or valley. 
If isolated in an open field, 
drop to the knees and bend 
forward; putting the hands 
on the knees. In this position, 
if lightning strikes near you, 
the chances of it using your 
body as a conductor are 
m in im iz e d . 
K n e elin g 
provides a low profile while 
at the same time keeping as 
small an area of the body in 
contact with the ground as 


possible. Lying in a ditch or 
hollow is discouraged; for 
surface water or saturated 
soil is a better conductor of 
electricity 
than 
the 
surrounding area. 
Groups of persons in ex­ 


posed situations; such as 
hikers, should spread out­ 
staying several yards apart- 
so 
if 
lightning 
strikes 
nearby; 
the 
smallest 
number will be affected, 
adds Risinger.

—A physician, nurse or 
person with a Red Cross 
Advanced First Aid Cer­ 
tificate or its equivalent 
must be in camp at all times. 
—Every child 12 years of 
age and under must wear a 
life preserver while in a 
watercraft. Campers must 
wear preservers in white 
water, rough water or while 
waterskiing, 
\yaterskiiers 
must not launch or stop in 
swimming areas. 
—No open bed trucks or 
trailers can be used to 
transport campers on public 
roads. 
—In primitive camping 
areas, 
hot 
water 
and 
detergent must be used to 
wash all cooking utensils 
after each meal. 
—Domestic animals such 
as dogs and horses are not 
permitted in a waterfront 
activity area. 
Some of the regulations do 
not apply to certain camps 
but violations that endanger 
children could indicate a lax 
attitude that possibly would 
let other injuries occur. 
Camp dangers should be 
reported to the General 
Sanitation Division, Texas

A farm shop can be a 
paying proposition; says 
James R. Risinger, county 
agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
As much as 90 percent of 
the total cost of repair work 
on farm m achinery and 
equipment can be eliminated 
if adequate and timely 
m aintenance 
and 
ad­ 
justment aare done 
This 
calls for a well equipped, 
well managed farm shop 
Too often a farmer limits 
himself to a small area for 
grease guns; oil and the like. 
Hie size of the farm shop 
depends on the ase one ex­ 
pects to make of it. Ser­ 
vicing, repairing and new 
construction are the main 
uses of a farm shop. Nor­ 
mally; this will mean a 
doorway at least 14 feet high 


and 20 feet wide if a combine 
is to be brought inside. A 
shop length of 30 to 40 feet 
provides work space around 
the machine 
For arc welding; the shop 
will need 240-volt single 
phase service of at least IOC 
amperes Motors of one-hall 
horsepower or larger should 
be designed for 240-volt 
service 
for 
economy. 
Grounded 120-volt duplex 
outlets every IO to 15 feet 
along the shop wall will 
provide convenience in using 
portable electric tools and 
service lights. 
The farm shop should also 
provide a safe place for 
service manuals. These are 
worth about $10 per hour 
reading time; so they should 
be kept in a mouseproof 
container 
for 
ready 
reference, 
notes Risinger.

Regarding the cooling 
functions of plant materials, 
the 
nursery

recommend placing shade 
trees on the south and west 
sides of a building where 
they shield walls and win­ 
dows from summer’s direct 
sun.

Yard of the Week 
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By Landscaping 
Add Beauty to Yard 


Everyone 
admires 
a 
beautifully landscaped area 
with attractive shrubs, large 
shade trees and colorful 
flowers all tied together with 
a thick, green carpet of 
lawn. However, along with 
the visual beauty and the 
aesthetic value of a well- 
managed landscape, there 
are other important effects, 
says Everett Janne, land­ 
scape horticulturist with the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Service. 
Plants in the landscape 
contribute much toward 
producing a better en­ 
vironment. Living plants, 
besides providing visual 


beauty, assist in the removal 
of 
many 
undesirable 
products 
in 
the 
at­ 
mosphere,” 
points 
out 
Janne. 
Through 
photosynthesis 
(the plant’s food-making 
process), plants use carbon 
dioxide in the air and free 
pure 
oxygen. 
Turf 
authorities have estimated 
that the trees, shrubs and 
grass on a 150-acre 18-hole 
golf course can provide 
enough oxygen for 10,350 
people for a year. To bring it 
closer to home, a 50 foot by 
50 foot plot of grass under 
average 
conditions 
will 
provide enough oxygen for a

horticulturist. 
“Grass and trees are also 
effective dust traps,” says 
the Texas A&M University 
System specialist. “ Dust 
particles are attracted to the 
leaf surface through static 
electricity or are trapped by 
dense 
foliage. 
Rainfall 
washes the particles into the 
soil. This claim cannot be 
made for man’s growing 
architectural achievements 
expressed 
in 
towering 
skyscrapers and asphalt 
parking lots. Unfortunately, 
these tend to speed up 
movement of vast quantities 
of water and result in in­ 
creased erosion of valuable 
top soil.” 
Grass also acts as a 
cooling system . A 2 000 
square foot plot releases as 
much as 120 gallons of water 
through a method called 
evapo-transpiration. 
The 
releasing of water reduces 
the heat factor. Grass also 
cools the environment by 
absorbing less energy. Only 
50-60 percent of the incoming 
solar radiation is absorbed 
by grass while buildings and 
pavement absorb up to 90 
percent. 
The 18th century writer, 
Jonathan Swift, seemed to 
understand mankind’s role 
in regard to nature when he 
wrote: 
“ Whoever 
could 
make two blades of grass 
grow where only one grew 
before, would deserve better 
of mankind, and do more 
essential service to his 
country than the whole race 
of politicians put together.”

Generally 
they’re associated with a 
layer of algae on top of the 
soil.

Funds Need 
Improved 
Rapport

NEW YORK (UPI) -C o n ­ 
trary to opinion widely held 
in the industry, the real 
challenge for mutual fund 
organizations is not to sell 
more shares but to com­ 
municate better with exist­ 
ing 
shareholders, 
says 
Charles B. Johnson. 
Johnson manages the ten 
Franklin funds based in San 
Mateo, 
Calif. 
His 
organization 
has 
just 
completed 
a 
survey 
of 
shareholder opinion that 
produced 
some 
discon­ 
certing replies. 
In the first place, only 
about 2 per cent of the funds’ 
21,000 subscribers answered 
the questionnaire sent out 
with the 1976 annual report. 
Johnson said that actually is 
a good response statistically 
but he would have liked a 
much bigger sample. 
What really concerned 
him, however, was that of 
those who did reply, at least 
a quarter never talk to their 
stockbrokers. Only 2.7 per 
cent com m unicated with 
their brokers regularly. To 
Johnson, this indicated a 
disturbing lethargy if not 
outright ignorance on the 
part of investors. 
Johnson, whose IO funds 
have about $250 million in 
assets, said, 
“ We were 
concerned that about a 
quarter of those who an­ 
swered said they want to 
change their investment 
goals, yet they don’t seem 
willing to talk to the person 
best equipped to advise them 
— their stockbrokers.” 
He said the most im­ 
portant thing the survey 
disclosed was that mutual 
fund shareholders are not 
nearly as conservative as a 
lot of persons in the business 
seem to imagine. 
“ There 
is 
a 
growing 
fashion 
among 
money 
managers,” Johnson said, 
“to assume that mutual fund 
shareholders are satisfied if 
their fund holdings’ progress 
matches some broadly based 
index of stocks such as the 
Standard & Poor’s 500. 
Our survey proved this is 
not the case; mutual fund 
holders are definitely in­ 
terested in much greater 
appreciation 
of 
their 
holdings but an amazing 
number of them don’t seem 
to know what to do about it.” 
That, he said, is what 
makes communicating with 
existing 
shareholders 
a 
more important challenge to 
the mutual fund industry 
than selling new shares. 
“What we have here,”- he 
said, “ is a twofold op­ 
portunity — for the broker to 
be of renewed service to his 
custom ers 
and 
for 
shareholders 
to 
ac­ 
commodate their mutual 
fund investments to changes 
in the economy and to their 
own financial needs.”
